I told your Com- 
mander that I would like to stay all day but I had to be out 
by quarter of twelve.

It was very pleasing to be received by that Escort which 
looked very familiar to me, being all members of my Com- 
mandery. 

Brethren, there can be little doubt that Masonic ideals 
inspired the founders of our nation or that Masons had an 
influence on our history out of all proportion to their num- 
bers, as evidenced by the number of Masons among those 
who drew up the Declaration of Independence and the Con- 
stitution of the United States. Today in these uneasy times 
why should our Order not wield a great force to perpetuate 
this Republic? The Lodge Room is definitely not the place 
for religious or political discussions which might mar the 
harmony that the members are enjoined to maintain but 
there can be no objection to their taking part in public 
affairs as citizens desirous of applying their Masonic ideals 
to public problems. 

As Masons we must never forget that whenever dicta- 
torships, political or religious, have taken power the Ma- 
sonic system has been driven underground and its leaders 
killed or imprisoned. The Commandery is well aware of this 
when I refer to the Grand Master of the early Templars, 
DeMolay, who was burned at the stake in 1314, and later the 
barring of our Order by Hitler, Mussolini, Stalin, Franco, 
and in the present time, though he hasn’t exactly barred it, 
the big Masonic Temple in Havana is used as a barracks. 
Let us, therefore, as individual citizens do our utmost in 
applying our Masonic teachings to our daily lives and ac- 
tivities thus promoting our own welfare as well as that of 
our nation or adopted land, as the case may be. 

One hundred years ago when the future of our nation 
looked black indeed a communication to our Grand Lodge 
from the Grand Lodge of Tennessee cautioned Masons to 
act as Brethren in the conflict that seemed imminent and it 
ended, as I shall, with the following petition, that God in 
His Infinite Mercy may yet incline the hearts of his people 
to ways of peace and paths of pleasantness and that He may 
dissipate and disperse the storm clouds of destruction that 
seem to hang so fearfully above us.

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poses, and the continuance of this thing we call the Free 
World. 

Now you probably say, what has that got to do with this 
Grand Conclave today? I hope to relate it. I have seen these 
refugees come across the line from East Berlin to West 
Berlin. I have been present when little family groups first 
tasted freedom and were in “shock” from having gained 
their freedom, finally realizing that nobody was going to 
take them back. I have seen their reaction—tears running 
down their cheeks and shaking with emotion; with their 
children crying, not knowing what their parents were ex- 
periencing. I have talked with them through interpreters 
and I know their feeling. If you ever lose your freedom, you 
will then begin to appreciate some of the things that this 
great beloved America does for us and for the world. For- 
get not that today we hold that torch, and without any 
aspersions toward our Allied friends, I wonder how long 
they would stand if it weren’t for the help that comes from 
the people of the United States who willingly and depend- 
ably are in this fight to see it through. 

So, Sir Knights, we meet under no small circumstance 
today. Before another year has ticked off, and you have 
come for the next Annual Conclave, a lot of things will have 
happened to decide the kind of civilization that we will have. 

When Masonry crosses the threshold of the Command- 
ery, it becomes Christian. We are dedicated to unsheathe 
our sword in defense of the Christian religion and the 
Christian virtues. This is no small dedication. 

I have seen thousands of men in the Army raise their 
hand en masse and take the oath of allegiance and that 
moment change over from civilian status to a status that 
might mean their lives. I shall never forget Fort Campbell, 
Kentucky, when the 101st Airborne was reconstituted. It 
had been a very outstanding outfit in World War II. Gen- 
eral Maxwell Taylor, Chief of Staff, had been its leader. 
At the end of World War II with the tremendous casualties 
and the rest it was thought best by the War Department to 
put its battle flags away and dissolve the Division. Then 
came the day when the Russians erected the Iron Curtain. 
Little by little, we tried every bit of peaceful effort to make 
friends and they mistook it for weakness. Then one day, we 
decided to reconstitute the 101st Airborne, because we knew 
that if we got those battle flags back in the hands of Ameri- 
cans who appreciated what they meant, it would inspire 
morale. The great day came, and there they were—about 
10,000 men of the new Division—all lined up for a half 
mile, with General Taylor and myself on the reviewing 
stand. Facing the new Division in front of the reviewing 
stand were General McAuliffe—the officer who gave the 
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reply to the Germans “NUTS” when asked to surrender— 
and alongside him were about forty of the old officers, each 
holding a battle flag of the old outfit. 

When the ceremony started, the Chaplain advanced to a 
place midway between General McAuliff’s group and the 
new Division and said, “Let us pray.” The command went 
down the line and every man in battle gear for a half mile 
got down on his right knee in prayer. Then the signal was 
given, the ruffle of the drums, and across the parade ground 
went those beloved colors. Tenderly each one was handed 
to his opposite number. The banners were lifted; the proc- 
lamation was made; the proud 101st Airborne passed in 
review and it became an officially reconstituted Division. 

In this day and age, when things are moving so fast in 
the civilian life, expressways, jet planes and everything 
else, and when events upon the foreign field are moving 
so fast, Masonry needs to be reconstituted and rededicated 
to its vital tasks. 

Sir Knights, this matter of Templary is not a mere mat- 
ter of taking an hour or so off and putting on the uniform 
and saying, “Well, I did it for another year.” It is not as 
simple as an officer moving-up-in-the-chairs from Warder 
to Commander. The time has come for every Mason and 
every Templar to become aroused to the problems of the 
world in which we live. Unless we stand up as stalwart 
citizens—and communicate our views about the moral prin- 
ciples of life—out among the people wherever they are, 
parades, in the churches and elsewhere, Masonry is apt to 
go the way of all flesh. Unless we work harder, Masonry 
will be spurned by those who will say: “You were too busy to 
do what George Washington and Paul Revere and these 
other men did in the days when it counted.” We must not 
be too busy to take our part to improve and strengthen 
this great cause of Templar Masonry. 

Sir Knights, I have come to remind you that we must 
work at the job of Templary harder than we ever did before. 

I am going to ask you to reconsider your Masonic duty. 
What is that duty? Well, I conceive that duty today is to 
literally “come alive” in every Commandery and every Blue 
Lodge to make the public mindful of the contribution of 
Masonry. Let me say why we should be particularly proud 
of Templary. If we were merchandising, I would say that 
our product is the best in the world, because we represent 
the Christian cause. Sometimes, we get down to petty 
things and we forget the big horizon. Let’s always see 
Templary with its bigness. Don’t let the little petty things 
distract us to the point where there is disunity. Symbolical- 
ly, we are the Crusaders. We are expected to be Crusaders 
in the Community for Church and home and decency and 
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morality. When you stand fearlessly for these principles 
and institutions, and wear upon your tunic the Cross of 
Christ, you are bound to succeed. 

Is it hard to sell Templary upon this basis? Shame on 
us if we say it is too hard! If we were really inspired, do 
you think for a moment we would say that it is too hard? 
A century and three-quarters ago, men in Boston said it 
was hard to defend their freedom, but that didn’t stop 
them.

It seems perfectly clear that it is the duty of the Grand 
Commandery to furnish the identification cards properly 
printed and that it is the duty of the Grand Recorder to 
provide for the execution of the certificate on the reverse 
side of the card. There is no provision in the by-laws or in 
the articies which provide that these cards shall be furnish- 
ed free of charge. It therefore follows that a reasonable 
charge by the Grand Commandery can and should be made 
under the general provisions concerning powers of the 
Grand Commandery. 


Under Article V (b), “It may adopt such Constitution, Laws, 
Rules and Regulations as are not inconsistent with the Laws of 
the Grand Encampment and as it may deem Necessary for the 
good of the Order.” (Constitution) 


Under Article V (d), “It may prescribe Regulations for the 
government of its Constituent Commanderies and may revoke any 
Charter.” (Constitution) 


It is of interest to note that the annual amount charged 
by the Grand Commandery for these cards fully printed, 
both on the front and reverse sides, is less than $9. : 

In examining the correspondence in connection with this 
matter, it would seem that from time to time the Com- 
mander of Temple Commandery and the Recorder of said 
Commandery have made a great many statements which are 
inaccurate and some of them are in essence libelous. 

While the Committee has been informed of the intention 
of Temple Commandery to propose certain amendments to 
the Regulations in connection with Section 8, Section 4 and 
the last paragraph of Section 13, these have not been furn- 
ished in writing to the Committee and consequently we are 
unable at this time to pass on whether or not they are in 
conformity with the Grand Constitution.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR INSTRUCTOR 
October 10, 1961 


To the Right Eminent Grand Commander, Officers and 
Members of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island: 


Fifty Commanderies held their inspections this year 
with 24 earning a mark 10-, compared to 31 last year. 20 a 
mark of 9-++, compared to 9 last year. 5 earned a mark of 
9 and 1 a mark of 9-. 

This year seven Commanders lost 1 point while doing 
the work. Only 18 Commanders lost more than 10 points 
with the greatest loss 54 points. 

The Commanderies lost from 5 to 180 points for a total 
of 1874 points or 37.5 points per Commandery. This com- 
pares with a loss of 40.9 points last year. 

The two highest marks were earned by Beauseant and 
Reading both with a mark of 995. 

Three exemplifications were held this year, the fourth 
was lost due to a blizzard. Members of 34 Commanderies 
took part in three meetings.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF 
MEMBERSHIP PROGRESS AND PUBLICITY 


To the Officers and Members of this Grand Commandery: 


Our Grand Commandery sustained a net loss in member- 
ship in the 1960-1961 year. Final figures show 15,001 mem- 
bers at the year end, reflecting a reduction of 58 members 
during the year. The total number of admissions was 92 
less than in the preceding year, while terminations de- 
creased by only 14.

NET GAINS AND LOSSES 


Twenty-six commanderies had net gains in membership 
totaling 166 members, one commandery had no change, and 


twenty-three commanderies had net losses totaling 224 
members. 


DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 


Demits and suspensions resulted in the loss of 245 mem- 
bers. In the last five years, demits and suspensions have 
caused a loss of 1,127 members. It is important that losses 
from these causes be reduced, 


AFFILIATIONS AND REINSTATEMENTS 


We added 38 members by affiliation and reinstatement. 


I believe a larger number of members can be obtained from 
these sources. 


PETITIONS 


We obtained only 632 petitions toward our a 
mandery goal of 1,000. Thirteen couMnnniee Seen, 
equaled or exceeded their quotas. All commanderies that 
made their quotas had a net gain in membership for the 
year. Cambridge Commandery headed the quota attainment 
list by obtaining 210% of its quota. Berkshire and Temple 
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Commanderies were runners up, with 194% and 184% of 
their quotas, respectively. Seven commanderies have two 
or more successive years of quota attainment. Cyprus Com- 
mandery has now equaled or exceeded its quota for eight 
successive years. 

Worcester County and Haverhill Commanderies ob- 
tained the largest number of petitions with 41 each, follow- 
ed by Berkshire Commandery with 37, and Boston Com- 
mandery with 33.

In all of 
New. England there has been less than 100 cases in this 
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same period, far less than in other parts of the country. 
There is a feeling that there are as many people in these 
States with impaired vision and unable to pay, as there 
are in other States. 


Co-operative arrangements have been made with “The 
Eye Bank For Sight Restoration, Inc.”, New York City and 
affiliated Eye Banks throughout the U.S.A. in the matter 
of denoting one’s eyes for corneal transplants. 

You can perform a miracle by donating your eyes, after 
death, to the Eye Bank, eye surgeons estimate that one out 
of 25 of all the American blind can be helped to see again 
by the corneal transplant operation. 

_ Although the operation for replacing a clouded cornea 
with tissue from a donated eye is the result of a century and 
a half of research and experiment, it was not until 1945 
that most of these blind had the hopes of regaining their 
sight. A lack of corneal tissue and a combination of time, 
space and transportation problems were the reasons for 
this, but in 1945 the “Eye Bank for Sight Restoration, Inc.” 
was established in New York City to collect, preserve and 
distribute corneal tissue. 

The Boston Eye Bank was formed in 1946 to serve the 
entire New England area in providing eye tissue for the 
corneal transplant operation and research, it is an affiliate 
of the New York Eye Bank. 

There are no age limits on the donation of eyes. The 
wearing of glasses, most previous eye surgery, or disease 
of the eye have little effect on eye donations, eyes must be 
removed as soon as possible, there is no disfigurement after 
the removal of the donated eyes, eyes are never bought or 
sold, it is against medical ethics to remove an eye from a 
living person unless it has to be removed for medical 
reasons. There is no market for the sale of eye tissue. The 
Eye Bank never charges for its services. 

Eyes are furnished free to surgeons and there is no cost 
to patients. There is no charge to the next of kin for the 
removal of donated eyes, 

There are no religious objections on the part of the 
Protestant, Catholic or Jewish faiths to the donations of 
eyes. Eye surgeons estimate that 20,000 persons could be 
helped to regain their sight through the corneal transplant 
operation. No eye is ever wasted. Eyes that are unsuitable 
for transplant for technical reasons are invaluable for re- 
search. Some day the knowledge gained from research may 
contribute to the cure and prevention of many causes of 
blindness. 

What a magnificant gift you can make by donating your 
eyes to some one, after you have had a life time of their 
use. Your generosity can fulfill the need of some one whose 
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days are spent in waiting and praying for a restoration of 
ight.

the proposed amendments to the Constitution of this Grand

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York Rite be required as a prerequisite for the Orders of 
Knighthood, made its report at our October 1959 Annual 
Conclave. The Committee at that time stated its unanimous 
belief that the York Rite in Freemasonry should be more 
closely united, and that the Chapter, Council and Com- 
mandery should and must more generally work together for 
their mutual benefit. The excellent results of such coopera- 
tion in the City of Lowell were pointed out, as well as the 
recent spectacular gain attained by the Council of Royal 
and Select Masters in Massachusetts in comparison with 
the far less favorable results in Templary. 


With the aid of questionnaires sent out, at our r 
through the Office of the Grand Recorder, the 1959 Com 
mittee was advised in detail of progress made or action 
already taken among the 48 Commandery Jurisdictions 
since action taken by the Grand Encampment at Indian- 
apolis in August of 1958. As of October 1959 it appeared a 
total of eight Grand Commanderies in 1959 had passed such 
amendment; namely, California, Florida, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, North Carolina, Oklahoma, Tennessee and Washing-

Now I believe these figures and these statements made 
ae ee ie correct and I stand subject to correction in some 
es os nor points only.

hestollowine additional information. In addition to the 
cig rand Commanderies above referred to as requiring 
the Cryptic Degrees as a prerequisite as of October 1959, 
together with Virginia and West Virginia and Texas as 
stated, it now appears that ten more Grand Commanderies 
have passed the suggested legislation ; namely, Alabama, Ari- 
zona, Arkansas, Indiana, Montana, Nebraska, New Mexico, 
South Carolina, Utah and Vermont. At present therefore, 
18 out of 48 jurisdictions have already adopted the amend- 
ment, to which should be added Virginia, West Virginia and 
Texas with their own distinct requirements, making a total 
of 21. Two States have provided for the amendment to come 
up in 1962; namely, Georgia and Idaho; two other states 
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are scheduled to take action this autumn, Colorado and New 
Hampshire. Maryland is reported to have rejected the pro- 
posal in May of 1960 by a small majority. Several States 
have refused to adopt the proposal on the ground that in 
those States the Councils are comparatively few in number 
and widely scattered. That appears to be the situation in 
Kansas, Dakotas, Wisconsin and Wyoming. 

Of course, this is not the situation in our own jurisdic- 
tion where there are 39 Councils and 50 Commanderies: 
7 Councils and 7 Commanderies in Rhode Island, 32 Coun- 
cils and 43 Commanderies in Massachusetts. 

It might also be noted that the reported net growth of 
the respective York Rite Bodies here this past year was 
approximately as follows: Chapter, loss of 200; Council, net 
gain of 130; Commandery, net loss of 58. For the past five 
years, I am informed, for the years ’56 to ’61, the Chapter 
net loss has been 562; the Commandery shows a net gain 
of only 241; the Council shows a net gain of 510. It would 
appear that nationally the three York Rite Bodies in almost, 
if not all, jurisdictions, will eventually be officially co- 
ordinated in a manner similar to the Accepted Scottish 
Rite requirements. 

The unqualified success of the so-called Lowell Plan, 
which is becoming more and more widely adopted, woul 
appear to be a strong factor working towards such an 
eventual conclusion. 2H 

There is something radically wrong with the traditional 
York Rite System in this area. At the close of my year as 
Grand Commander in October 1950 there were 164 more 
Knights Templar in Massachusetts than 32° Masons,—a 
total of 11,487 as against 11,323. Ina period of ten years, 
what has been the change? Instead of leading by 164, 
Templary in Massachusetts today has 5,396 less on the rolls 
than has the Scottish Rite,—12,877 as compared with 
18,273.

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There are over 130,000 Blue Lodge Masons in Massachu- 
setts all eligible for the Grotto, of which I am proud to be 
a member, but there are probably more Masons holding 
membership in Aleppo Temple of the Shrine, in Boston, 
than in all the Grottos in the State, and our potential cus- 
tomers numbers only such of the 31,150 Knights Templar 
and 82° Masons as live East of Springfield. Why? The 
Shrine has never found it necessary to eliminate the top 
of the York Rite, or the top of the Scottish Rite, as a pre- 
requisite for membership. 

If we are really hungry for members, irrespective of 
advanced Masonic qualifications, why doesn’t Templary 
take direct from the Blue Lodge, why bother with the 
Chapter—any more than the Council? Certainly the Orders 
of the Red Cross and Malta and the Temple are no historical 
nor logical development from the Royal Arch. That sounds 
like Masonic sacrilege, I don’t advocate it. Why don’t we 
do it? It is because we are the pinnacle of a Rite,—the York 
Rite, and in the long run we are either going to be a Rite, 
or we are not. We either have a package to sell, or we’re 
a variety store. It has been hurting us. 

Adoption of the proposed amendment, you say, might 
slow Templary down for a year or so. I don’t believe anyone 
who has studied recent figures in Lowell, or Lawrence, or 
Haverhill, would say it would be a deterrent for very long. 
But let’s be practical about it, and this will bore you all, 
but you ought to listen. Let’s take a play by play comparison 
of the Grand Commandery Jurisdictions which now have a 
real York Rite, and those who don’t. I hope you are listen- 
ing. I couldn’t believe it myself until I made the comparison. 

Alabama, with the amendment, shows gain in both 
Council and Commandery for the past five years; Con- 
necticut, without it, has had no losses in four of the last 
five years. Arizona, with the amendment, show a gain for 
all York Rite Bodies for the past five years; District of 
Columbia, without it, shows a net loss in all York Rite 
Bodies for the past five years. Arkansas, with the amend- 
ment, last year showed its first gain in three years; Idaho, 
without it, showed a Commandery loss last year. Florida, 
with the amendment, shows all Bodies with gains these past 
five years; Illinois, without it, shows Commandery losses 
for five years. California, with the amendment, shows all 
York Rite Bodies gaining; Kansas, without it, show Com- 
mandery losses in three of the past four years. Indiana, 
with the amendment, has had gains for the last five years; 
Kentucky rejected the admendment, and shows Command- 
ery losses for the past three years. Louisiana, with the 
amendment, in effect for three years, shows Commandery 
gains in four of the five years; Maryland, without it, shows 
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Commandery losses these past two years. Mississippi, 
adopting the amendment in May 1959, shows Commandery 
gains in four of the past five years; New York, without the 
amendment, show a net loss for each of five years. Mon- 
tana, with the amendment, has gained in four of the past 
five years; Pennsylvania, without it, shows a net loss of 284 
last year. Nebraska, with it, shows Council and Command- 
ery gains the past five years; South Dakota, without it, 
shows a net loss. New Mexico, with it, shows all York 
Rite Bodies with gains for five years; Colorado, without it, 
shows a loss the past two years. North Carolina, with it, 
shows all York Rite Bodies gaining; Iowa, without it, 
showed its first net loss in ’60. Oklahoma, with the amend- 
ment, showed a net gain in ’60 after a ’59 net loss; Maine, 
without it, shows losses during each of the past three years. 
South Carolina, with the amendment, shows net gains in all 
the three Bodies these past five years; New Hampshire, 
without it, has net losses these past three years, Tennessee, 
with the amendment, shows all three Bodies with net gains 
for the past five years; Oregon, without it, has losses for 
four successive years. 


So also do we find Utah, now with the amendment, show- 
ing a net gain this past year after three successive years 
of losses. 


I am not making this report for the Royal and Select 
Masters of the Council of Massachusetts although I was once 
an Illustrious Master, and, of course, hold Council Member- 
ship. The Councils seem to have been doing fairly well 
for themselves here in Massachusetts. During the Past five 
years, the Chapters show a net loss of over 600, the Com- 
manderies a net gain of only 244, and the Councils a net 
gain of 520. 

Today, I am interested only in the future of the only 
Christian Order in Masonry. I am interested in the Long 
term future of Templary. I am speaking for the York Rite. 
I am thinking of that startling change in a short period 
of ten years from the close of 1950 when there were 164 
more Templars in this State than there were 32° Masons, 
until the present zero hour when we find 5396 more Scottish 
Rite York Rite Masons in this State. I’m a Scottish Rite 
Mason, and I have been since 1919. I am proud of it, but I 
am also proud of Templary. I’m disturbed this year at the 
first net loss in many, many years. I’m disturbed at the 
fact, that Nationally, our Great Order showed a net loss of 
over 1,900 this past year, and I note that the chief gains, 
for some reason, appear to have been mostly in those juris- 
dictions in which the York Rite is a Rite in practice as 
well as in theory! 
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I understand that last year 21 Grand Commanderies 
that do have the Cryptic Rite as a prerequisite showed a net 
gain of 1,387, and 27 Grand Commanderies that do not have 
it, show a net loss of 1,180. 

Initially, I want to frankly admit, J wasn’t sold on the 
proposition. I had to be shown. I wanted to see the figures. 
I have come to realize that the step itself isn’t irrevocable; 
we can always revert to our old ways, although none of the 
aire jurisdiction, after making the change, seem to have 

one so. 

I believe the time has come to do something about what 
happened last year and what has happened in this juris- 
diction during these past ten years. “The hour has arrived; 
let us return for the body,” while there is still life in it. Let’s 
face the situation. Let’s sell the York Rite as a package; 
or let’s stop calling it the York Rite; except perhaps in 
Lowell, Lawrence, Haverhill and Northhampton. 

So I'll move first to amend the proposed amendment by 
substituting the effective date November 1, 1962 for the 
date of November 1, 1960.

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Today you have made an old Professor very happy; He 
is well aware of his many responsibilities, and his obliga- 
tions to this Grand Commandery, to St. Bernard his own 
Commandery and to Rt. Em. Sir Frederic Kennedy who 
sponsored me in this Grand Commandery Line. I should 
like to take this opportunity to thank my sponsor Rt. Em. 
Sir Frederic Kennedy and his Grand Warder Em. Sir James

Commandery this afternoon. I am truly grateful to Rt. 
Em. Sir Frederic Kennedy not only for installing me today 
but also for his never failing faith in me from the day he 
appointed me in this Grand Commandery Line eight years 
ago. 

This is not a one man organization, the combined efforts 
of our 15001 Sir Knights are necessary to make our Grand 
Commandery stronger and stronger as the years roll by. 

Let me ask a question, and allow me to give my answer. 
Why does one seek admission to the Masonic Fraternity? 
Probably because he has great respect and admiration for 
a man or men in his own community and he or they hap- 
pened to be Masons, and he too desires to be like him or 
them and to be likewise respected by others. 

_ 1 think of Masonry as a University. Because of a cer- 
tain respect for someone at the University one decides to 
seek admission. Having passed the necessary requirements 
and qualifying for admission he gains admission and is ex- 
posed to a scientific, cultural or liberal arts training in 
some field of his choice, and sometime in this process of 
learning he is exposed to the historical, geographical and 
economic developments of that field throughout its period 
of existance. This field could be in the realm of science, 
music, painting, the arts or the like or merely to satisfy 
his curiosity or to satisfy an existing ambition. For his 
efforts he receives a degree, and as he receives further 
knowledge and training he receives or earns higher degrees. 
A part of this training takes place in a laboratory where 
he is given the further opportunity to observe and experi- 
ment. Sometime during this exposure he becomes more 
and more interested in some particular phase of the pro- 
gram pursued and seeks more and more specific knowledge 
and information, always hoping that his continued enthu- 
siasm may help him to be of service to others and service 
to humanity. 

One seeks admission to a Masonic Lodge, and being ad- 
mitted receives light in Masonic history, geography and 
economic conditions throughout its long period of years. 
At the end of a prescribed period of time he is awarded a 
degree as a reward for his endeavers and to indicate to 
the world that a certain prescribed program has been suc- 
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cessfully completed. His laboratory work consists of ser- 
vice on committees and participation in the work of the De- 
grees and Orders. Now, is there any difference between 
the University and Masonry? True enough there is a dif- 
ference in the form of the reward for such specialized train- 
ing, one is monetary while the other is love and friendship. 
There is no end to the learning process in either the Uni- 
versity or in Masonry. In either case selectivity is in 
vogue at the beginning and end of certain periods. One 
who has become, through this training, proficient in ritual 
is looked upon with respect and sometimes almost reverence 
by the candidate receiving the Degrees and Orders and 
in turn the Candidate goes forth as the best possible adver- 
tisement for Masonry, and he is anxious to share with 
others the wonderful experience he has been privileged to 
observe and to participate in. 

It is my sincere belief that every individual should at- 
tempt to become interested in some field of endeavor and 
perhaps far remote from his daily occupation. Invariably, 
I have observed, these outside activities will bring about 
results which could never be surmised beforehand. 

A few years ago I knew a man of considerable wealth 
and business ability who lived in a suburb of Boston. He 
was afflicted with a disease of a kind similar to asthma 
which became so severe in the Fall of the year that it was 
necessary for him to seek an environment which would aa 
able him to alleviate his suffering. Such a place was foun 
in Greece, and to this place he returned year after year. 
His last trip to Greece was made on a slow freighter. Hav- 
ing exhausted all of his own reading material aboard ship 
he found a magazine in the ship’s small library, and within 
its covers was an article on a certain mathematical prob- 
lem. He was not at all interested in mathematics but hav- 
ing exhausted all other available reading material, read te 
article over and over again. Suddenly one day his interes 
or curiosity became aroused and he began to make a serious 
study of this problem. His interest became such that upon 
his return to Boston he consulted with the proper. Pt a 
ties for the purpose of clearing up certain questions t 2 
had arisen during his study and exploration of this prob- 
lem. His interest and work on this problem continued with 
greater zest until finally he was recognized as an authority 
on this particular phase of mathematics. He became so 
involved in the writing of papers and lecturing that he 
was completely unaware of the fact that he had not returned 
to Greece during the past five year period, and his asth- 
matic condition had completely disappeared. I am not 
claiming that a serious study of mathematics will bring 
about such a miraculous result. It is my opinion, however, 
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that any interest created in any manner or circumstance 
such as in music painting, science, Masonry or any other 
topic of discussion can create a most desirable and perhaps 
wholly unexpected compensation, usually in direct propor- 
tion to the amount of serious thought and effort expended.

Sir Knights: 


DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 


The large number of demits and suspensions granted each year by 
our Commanderies has been a matter of serious concern for some 
time, not only in our Jurisdiction, but nationally. It is discouraging 
to note the number of Conclave Notices that carry the appeal for pay- 
ment of dues or action on delinquents. This situation has caused your 
Grand Commander to give serious thought to ways and means to avoid 
the increasing number of suspensions for non-payment of dues. Various 
attempts have been made over the years to improve this condition, but 
have met with comparatively little success. Last year we demitted 149 
and suspended 110, or a total net loss of 259 members, Too many 
suspensions are granted with little or no investigation being made to 
determine why a man has become several years in arrears. In many 
cases, elderly and infirm members have been suspended who were 
simply financially unable to pay their dues but failed to make their 
circumstances known, and to many who had been faithful members for 
a number of years their suspensions came as crushing blows. 

Do you recall the phrase “That I will go to the distance of forty 
miles, even barefoot and on frozen ground, to relieve the distress of a 
worthy Sir Knight”? Do we do this when we suspend a Sir Knight 
without due consideration? It is my desire that before you suspend any 
member you find out just why he is in arrears. If you find he is 
financially unable to pay his dues, your Commandery can vote to remit 
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them and take his dues out of its Charity or Relief Fund. Some Com- 
manderies have done this for years and ALL SHOULD DO SO. I know 
of no better use which can be made of Charity Funds than to pay the 
dues of the elderly, infirm and needy members of the Commandery. 

It is therefore my ORDER that Section No. 207 of the Constitution 
of the Grand Encampment of Knight Templar of the USA be strictly 
adhered to. It is also my ORDER that each Commandery send a report 
to the Grand Commandery Office on each member, with his case 
history, who is being considered for suspension for non-payment of 
dues. The report will be carefully supervised by your Grand Com- 
mander for the purpose of aiding the Commandery in handling the 
case, should assistance be desirable. The Commandery should postpone 
final action on the case until advice is received from the Grand Com- 
mander.

DE MOLAY COMMANDERY—HONORARY MEMBERSHIP 


Replying to yours of 19th inst., addressed to the Grand Recorder 
and just received with its accompanying letter from the Recorder of 
De Molay Commandery: 

For a Commandery to confer an honorary membership, on one of 
its own active members, and with no release from payment of dues, 
is a somewhat anomalous procedure, but I am glad to consider it on 
the merits, assuming that a Commandery has jurisdiction to confer 
such a title. i 

Decision 122 of the Digest does not materially bear upon the situa- 
tion, in view of the fact that the By-laws of the Commandery itself 
provide that honorary membership confers no exemption from dues. 
The By-laws are material only in this respect—a By-law is effective 
only if it is permissible under Grand Encampment requirements. 

Disregarding the anomaly of this particular form of honorary 
recognition, I am personally sympathetic with the desire of the Com- 
mandery to adopt some appropriate form for recognition. However, 
under the decisions I do not feel that I can with propriety rule that 
conferring such a title is permissible. f 

I have for several years differed in opinion with the existing Tu 
ings on the subject of honorary titles. In an effort to partly clar: sf 
the situation, I introduced a resolution in 1946 which will be toe 
on page 12 of the proceedings and the committee report oD w si in 
found on page 213. This resolution was subsequently Con a 
1949 and the committee report is found at page 554 of the 19 ane 
ceedings. It was again postponed for a report by the Jurispruden| 
Committee in 1962. i 

Grand Master Orr’s decision in 1946 prohibited the conferring of 
any titles, honorary or otherwise, except such as are specifically ee 
in the Encampment law. His two lengthy decisions upon the subjec 
will be found at pages 75 and 89 of the 1946 proceedings. jasion: 

Personally I am diametrically at variance with his conc mitaae 
both as to its wisdom and as to its propriety.

neither uncertainty in the future nor violation of what on its fa 
the present Grand Encampment law. 
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However, with the law as it stands, I feel that it would be inap- 
propriate for me to render a decision reversing at least three prior 
decisions approved by the Grand Encampment. The only justification 
for that procedure is for the purpose of definitely presenting the sub- 
ject matter to the Grand Encampment; the Jurisprudence Committee 
having ruled (in 1949 with Grand Encampment approval) that legisla- 
tion is not the proper procedure for reversing a rule promulgated by 
the Grand Master and that the appropriate approach is a subsequent 
reversal of that ruling.

__Hven if I were disposed to make a present ruling, I would be 
disinclined to do so in order to permit the anomalous election of an 
active member to honorary membership with the doubtful privilege 
of continuing to pay his dues as an active member. If the ruling is 
made, it will be accompanied by a concurrently presented alternative 
of adopting affirmative legislation upon the subject of officers, hon- 
orary titles, ete, 

For the reasons and with the explanation above stated, I feel that 


I must disapprove the action contemplated under the By-laws of De 
Molay Commandery.
